BERLIN IB—Secretary of State 
Dulles has decided to ask Soviet 
Foreign Minister Vyacheslav M. 
Molotov to use his infiuence with 
the Chinese Communists in an ef­ 
fort to break the Panmunjom dead­ 
lock on a Korean peace conference. 
Dulles will make his move in 
Big Four secret talks here Mon­ 
day. 
At that time the question of Ko­ 
rea is to be brought up among 
the foreign ministers in connection 
with a Soviet proposal for a Big 
Five conference, including Com­ 
munist China. 
The United States position, dip­ 
lomatic informants said, is that the 
Americcfh government will cate­ 
gorically reject any five-power con­ 
ference which is of such a charac­ 
ter as to recognize the Chinese 
Communist regime as one of the 
great powers. But it is willing to 
deal with Red China on specific 
and limited issues/which can only 
be handled in that way.

WASHINGTON IB — Evidence 
gathered by the SenateHouse Eco­ 
nomic Committee suggests that the 
slump in jobs and production “has 
begun to level off” and will turn 
into a recovery this spring. Chair­ 
man Wolcott (R-Mich) said today.

Eisenhower presented to Congress 
in his economic report last month, 
took testimony from the heads of 
nine government economic 
and 
statistical agencies this week. 
Their findings. Rep. Wolcott said 
in an interview clearly point to a 
seasonal upturn in hiring and bus­ 
iness activity in the early spring, 
followed by a possibly substantial 
economic revival in the fall. 
“The upturn should come early 
enough,” he forecast, “so that 
production 
and 
employment 
in 
1954 will be only slightly below the 
average of 1953—which set an all- 
time record.” 
Wolcott said he hoped to get 
from the committee a final report 
“as nearly unanimous as it’s pos­ 
sible to get in Congress,” on the 
policies and legislation needed to 
maintain a stable prosperity.

Over The Top 
The successful City Hospital building 
fund 
drive could have a stimulating effect on East 
Liverpool and surrounding communities as im­ 
portant as the material benefits to be realized 
from improved health facilities. 
A year ago, or even six months ago, who 
would have thought it possible * that a million 
dollars could be raised for any district enter­ 
prise, regardless of its worth? 
But it has been done! And it was accomplish­ 
ed because of a tremendous amount of hard 
work and unity of purpose by a lot of civic 
minded people from every walk of life in this 
and neighboring areas. 
The hospital improvement need not be the 
end of progress. Other projects will demand at­ 
tention from time to time. With proper presen­ 
tation of a deserving cause, there is no reason 
why the same united front should not prevail 
which came to the fore so forcibly in the hos­ 
pital drive. 
True, there’s a limit to what the pocketbook 
can stand, but—money or no money—much can 
be accomplished when a community puts its 
shoulder to the wheel and all push in the same 
direction. 
Getting back to the hospital campaign itself, 
much credit is due many people. 
There was the average working man. who 
stretched an already jam-packed budget to 
make, room for his contribution. 
There was the industrialist, who dug deep, 
probably deeper than ever before, to keep the 
ball rolling. 
There was the average businessman, who did 
far more than his share. 
There were the many campaign worker*, who 
gave of their time, energy and money. 
And last —but certainly not least—there was 
the campaign’s general chairman. R o b e r t E. 
Boyce, whose dynamic and skillful leadership 
served as a spur to all who worked willingly 
and industriously under his command. 
Bob virtually lived hospital drive during the 
fund-raising. As Joseph M. Wells, the hospital 
association’s president, phrased it at Thursday 
night’s final report meeting: “Bob carried the 
load.” 
He was always Johnny on the spot at the right 
place at the^-ight time. His optimism and en­ 
thusiasm never wavered. From the start he had 
his eyes on a million-dollar goal. And he made 
it. 


Tough On Outsiders 
When members of the U. S. Senate hold up 
confirmation of Albert C. Beeson, who is Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s choice for a vacancy on the 
National Labor Relations Board, they make 
their countrymen nervous. Their reason looks 
suspicious. 
Beeson is being worked over by Democratic 
critics who charge he would be prejudiced 
against unions as an NLRB member because 
he wants to retain his pension rights from his 
present employer and therefore cannot resign 
from his job outright, though he i* willing 
to withdraw from it. 
If the senators were to carry this thesis far 
enough it would mean no ordinary citizen who 
must make a living could serve his government 
lest he show prejudice in favor of the source 
of his bread and butter. 
Persons eligible for appointive posts would 
be narrowed down to professional public job­ 
holders who have no careers outside the gov­ 
ernment. Since everybody on the outside must 
earn his bread and butter or his bread and 
oleo, whichever he prefers, government would 
be deprived of the services of some of its best 
people. 
What purports to be a safeguard for govern­ 
ment could become a booby trap for the public. 
Is it “conflicts of interest’’ the senators are 
trying to eliminate or outsiders who accept 
federal appointments? 


Dutch Winter 
An account of almost 3.000 Netherlanders 
skimming over 120 miles of frozen rivers and 
canals in the eighth official skating marathon 
since 1909 keeps getting in the way of more 
important news. 
Soldiers were given leaves so they could join 
the fun. Parliament changed its agenda so a 
cabinet minister could skate. The actual race 
was participated in by only 138 of the best 
skaters, in the fashion of the immortal Hans 
Brinker. All the others tagged along for the 
fun. Most skaters drop out before the finish. 
The winner covered the 120 miles in 7Vz 
hours — a 16-mile-an-hour pace. But the point 
is this — that in 45 years the great event has 
been held only eight times because it requires 
a severe winter to freeze the ice throughout 
the 120-mile course. This is a severe, winter in 
The Netherlands. 
The Dutch winter is reassurance, after a 
fashion, that the adage about weather hasn’t 
been repealed. The . more peculiar it is, the 
closer to normal. 


There is no spring, summer, fall or winter in 
Indonesia. The gigantic island republic knows 
only two seasons, wet and dry. The wet season 
is from November to March, while the dry is 
fr&n June to October, with transitional periods 
in between.

Carthy’s subcommittee would be 
killed by withholding funds from 
it. As a matter of fact, last July, 
when the Democrats retired from 
the committee, I was told that a 
fight would be made on providing 
further funds for this committee. 
Nevertheless, when it came to a 
showdown, even those who have 
been critical of McCarthy voted 
for funds. 
When the Democratic members 
returned to the subcommittee on 
investigations, it was after a series 
of conferences in the course of 
which Sen. McCarthy agreed to 
most of the Democratic stipula­ 
tions, some of which Democrats in 
other years had rejected for the 
Republicans and some of which 
had previously been rejected by 
McCarthy. 


THE MINORITY members, for 
instance, are to have a counsel of 
their own; they are to have a voice 
in the hiring and firing of staff 
members; they can veto open hear­ 
ings which may be repugnant to 
them. 
While it is true that McCarthy 
wanted the Democrats to return, 
the Democrats were as keenly 
anxious to return to the com­ 
mittee, although they gave a dif­ 
ferent impression. 
McCarthy wanted them back be­ 
cause this is a bipartisan govern­ 
ment and all committees of Con­ 
gress ought to have majority and 
minority members. 
The Democrats walked out and 
deserted the committee, 
which 
they had no business to do. Their 
responsibility was to remain on the 
committee and fight 
for 
what 
they believed to be right. 
TTie Democrats wanted to come 
back b e c a u s e as long as they 
stayed 
off th* 
committee, 
the 
Republicans could do as t h e y 
pleased, and if they turned 
up 
material to the detriment of the 
Roosevelt and Truman administra­ 
tions, the Democrats were not 
able to p r o t e c t their party. 
Besides, such senators as John Mc­ 
Clelland and Stuart Symington are 
anti-Communist and are not, at 


heart, opposed to Sen. McCarthy’s 
work. 


THE SITUATION is 
that 
the 
Democrats are back on the com­ 
mittee and the Senate has voted 
McCarthy the funds requested by 
85 to I, the only senator opposing 
being Fulbright of Arkansas, who 
is internationally-minded. Interna­ 
tionalism can lead men into cur­ 
ious intellectual directions. 
Sen. McCarthy undoubtedly could 
agree to all the conditions that the 
Democrats proposed because they 
also face public opinion. 
For instance, they cannot pos­ 
sibly oppose an investigation into 
the affairs of Maj. Irving Peress, 
who took a Fifth Amendment on 
all inquiries as to his Communist 
affiliations about which the Army 
had due notice last August. 
The open hearing on this mat­ 
ter will be held in New York on 
February 18 and if the attitude of 
Maj. Peress is the same in the 
open hearing as it was in 
the 
closed, this could become a major 
scandal leading to an investiga­ 
tion of the Army Loyalty Board 
and even some of the top brass. 
Maj. Peress was honorably dis­ 
charged from the Army while be­ 
ing investigated by a congres­ 
sional committee which alleged 
that he recruited m e m b e r s for 
the Communist p a r t y in t h e 
Army. 
This is so unusual that no mem­ 
ber of Congress can risk his repu­ 
tation by opposing an open hearing. 
In fact, Maj. Peress ought to de­ 
mand such a hearing to protect 
his status, if he can afford it. 


AN AMERICAN has the right to 
state his case before the proper 
tribunal and, in this instance, the 
proper tirbunal is the commit­ 
tee which discovered the case. 
This case is not extraordinary. 
There are many before this com­ 
mittee which are not completed, 
such as the Voice of America, 
the Fort Monmouth case, the GE 
cases, the Alaska case, etc. 
These will have to be completed 
no matter who sits on this com­ 
mittee because public opinion will 
demand it. 
It has been suggested that cases 
which involve matters that oc­ 
curred in the 1940’s be forgotten. 
That is impossible. 
No current 
situations can be disclosed until 
their roots are uncovered. 
This country has been sorely 
damaged by espionage and treach­ 
ery in time of war and immed­ 
iately after the war. 
Those engaged in these activities 
have benefited by the cover-up 
which was arranged for them by 
well-meaning b u t often s t u p i d 
men. The c o v e r - u p must be 
destroyed.

Gloves in the garment and fur in­ 
dustries — so they are now throw­ 
ing money, manpower, s e c r e t 
agents and brains into the fight to 
keep the strategic gateway to East­ 
ern United States in the hands of 
what has been called an under­ 
world union. 
Publicly, Harry Bridges has said 
of the old mob-ridden International 
Longshoremen’s Association. 
“We wish them luck. We pledge 
them what support we can offer 
to help them get the job done. 


SECRETLY, BRIDGES has sent 
relay teams into the New York 
port to infiltrate some locals, work 
with the notorious “Pistol Local,’* 
distribute literature quietly printed 
in Philadelphia and trucked into 
New York — and. especially, to at­ 
tempt to plant leftwingers in Negro 
longshoremen’s units. 
From now on there can no longer 
be any reason for John Lewis or the 
handful of I e a d e r s atop the old 
Longshoremen’s Union, whom he is 
backing, to fail to repudiate sup­ 
port from men who have been 
charged before congressional com­ 
mittees with being agents of the 
Comintern. 
It would be disastrous if, amid 
the turbulence on the waterfront, 
Bridges succeeded in placing his 
men where they could pull strikes 
some day by throwing up a hand­ 
ful qf pickets.

Bricker Amendment Delay Hurts Both Parties 


By David Lawrence 


Avoidance of a decision now on 
the basic issues growing out of the 
debate over the Bricker amend­ 
ment to the Constitution would be 
detrimental to the Republican par­ 
ty at the polls next November. 
Perhaps that’s the reason Sen. 
Knowland has been striving so 
hard to get a compromise, and 
perhaps it’s the reason why var­ 
ious Democrats in the Senate are 
so eager to see the issue buried 
by sending the measure back to 
committee for further study. 
Like many deep - seated issues, 
the widespread impact of which 
does not always appear on the sur­ 
face. the Bricker amendment is 
far more than a controversy over 
legal technicalities. 
The impatience of those who say 
ifs too important to be acted on 
now and needs further study sim­ 
ply plays into the hands of those 
forces which want to pile up trou­ 
bles for the Republican party this 
year. 
The fundamental problem in­ 
volved in the Bricker amendment 
is far better understood generally 
than it is by some of the lawyers 
here who are arguing against its 
phraseology. 
It is no accident that the Bricker 
amendment has come up for con­ 
sideration at this time, and fur­ 
thermore it wasn’t proposed sud­ 
denly. It has been debated before 
such organizations as the Ameri­ 
can Bar Association for the last 
several years, and approval was 
specifically 
given 
the 
Bricker 
amendment by the association aft­ 
er considerable study. 


THE CONTROVERSY is remin­ 
iscent of how the debate started 
on the famous Article X in the 
League of Nations covenant when 
it was proposed by President Wil­ 
son 
back 
in 
1919. 
At 
first 
it seemed a highly technical affair 
when opponents argued that the 
proposed treaty would require the 
United States to go to war to pro­ 
tect the independence and territor­ 
ial integrity of every member na­ 
tion. 
By the time the small minority 
which started the fight got through, 
they had converted the public and 
had won the election of 1920. thus 
rejecting the League of Nations 
covenant altogether. 
Had there been a spirit of com­ 
promise in time, the United States 
might have entered the League, 
the whole history of the ’20’s might 
have been different and World 


War II might have been averted— 
as Winston Churchill himself has 
so often declared in reviewing that 
fateful period in world history. 
The public furor backing the de­ 
mand for the Bricker amendment 
has arisen from the abuse of ex­ 
ecutive power by both Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman in making 
far - reaching commitments in for­ 
eign policy without consulting the 
Senate. 
It is not persuasive to say that 
President Eisenhower will be dif­ 
ferent. What one president has 
done in abusing power can be 
done by a future president. Inci­ 
dentally, that’s why the latest 
amendment 
to 
the 
Constitution 
prohibiting a 
third term w a s 
adopted — because Roosevelt used 
governmental power and funds to 
get himself elected to a fourth 
term. It was no answer to say no 
other president would try the same 
tactics. 


THE 
PROPONENTS 
of 
the 
Bricker amendment have indicat­ 
ed a willingness to compromise so 
as to meet possible misinterpreta­ 
tions. 
It is to the credit of men like 
Senators George a n d McCarran, 
Democrats, a n d Senators Know­ 
land and Ferguson, Republicans, 
and others that conscientious ef­ 
forts have been made by them to 
try to rewrite the amendment so 
as to make it satisfactory to two- 
thirds of the Senate. 
If the Senate takes another week 
or two to debate and then act on 
the issue, it will not be time 
wasted. 
If the Senate drops the issue 
because a two - thirds vote is not 
attainable for any compromise, 
the controversy will grow in in­ 
tensity and bring about a split in 
both the Republican and the Demo­ 
cratic parties, but with more ser­ 
ious consequences to members of 
the Republican party, especially in 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives, 
whose members will be called up­ 
on to express themselves as can­ 
didates in primary and final cam- ! 
paigns this year. 
Judging by the amount of organ­ 
ization work already done through­ 
out the country and the likelihood 
that many influential bodies will 
take up the fight if nothing is done 
about, it, the Bricker amendment 
controversy will play a leading 
part in the coming campaign. 
The public attitude will not al­ 
ways be identifiable as a position

Explosion At Work 
Harnessed explosions promise to 
be an important new tool for in­ 
dustry. 
Already important progress has 
been made in a research project 
headed by Dr. Thomas C. Poulter 
at Stanford University Research 
Institute. With less than a half 
ounce* of explosive, for example, 
steel bars three inches in diameter 
are being cut neatly with energies 
reaching as high as 50,000 horse­ 
power. A specially shaped charge 
has been developed for penetrating 
oil well casings. This charge con­ 
tains less than an ounce of ex­ 
plosive and releases energy equi­ 
valent to 34,000 horsepower. 
“Even in the mundane matter 
of postholes,” says a report from 
the institute, controlled explosions 
are finding a place. “Energy is 
applied at the rate of 1,000 horse­ 
power and makes neat holes in a 
matter of seconds.’’ 
The enormous power in almost 
any explosive 
process long 
has 
been recognized, but it is almost 
uncontrollable. Under Dr. Poult­ 
er’s direction 27 scientists now are 
at work on the problem, the in­ 
stitute announces, and considerable 
success has been achieved. Most of 
the information obtained, however, 
is still restricted. 
“In experiments conducted by 
the group” the report says, "it 
has been possible to apply mechan­ 
ical energy by means of an ex­ 
plosive charge at a rate equival­ 
ent to that which would be pro­ 
duced by the combined output of 
all the hydroelectric power plants 
in the w o r l d . No other way is 
known by which such high appli­ 
cation of power can be controlled 
and applied to do a special job.” 
Tile great 
difficulty 
has been 
that the force 
of an 
explosion 
goes out in all directions. The prob­ 
lem is to channel a great part of 
it in one direction.

EXECUTIVE agreements offer

Bill To Boost 
Postal Rates Clears 
First Big Hurdle 
WASHINGTON Lf)—The adminis­ 
tration-backed bill to boost postal 
rates nearly a quarter billion dol­ 
lars a year was over its first big 
hurdle today—but the toughest part 
of the course lay ahead. 
The House Postoffice Committee 
yesterday voted out increases af­ 
fecting the users of virtually every 
class of mail except parcel post, 
which previously was upped by sep­ 
arate action. 
The biggest share of the increase 
would be borne by ordinary letter 
writers. The bill would raise the 
cost of mailing out-of-town letters
